B& it enacted by the Legislature of tke State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That the territory of the following de-
scription, to-wit: Section three, section two, and west
half section one, section ten and eleven; west half section

Boundary tine* twelve ; west half east half of section twelve ; west three-
of tie district. fourths of tne north naif Of the north half of section thir-

teen ; the east half of north half of the north half of
section fourteen; and north half section fifteen, town
one hundred and one, range nine, in the county of Fill-
more, shali constitute one school district under the general
Bcliool laws of this state, except so far as modified by this
act, by the name of the Lenora School District, and by
such, name may contract and be contracted with, sue and
be sued in any court of this state having competent juris-
diction, and in its corporate name shall hold the title of all
lands and other property now held or that may hereafter
be acquired for school district purposes in said district.

SEC. 2. The officers of suid district shall constitute
a board of education, and shall consist of three members
who shall be elected by the legal voters of said district,
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~to serve one, and two, and three years, to be. decided by Beard of
lot. Provided., That the annual election in said district £f
shall be held on the same day and under the same regula- fi^

'tions which are now or may be provided in the general
-school laws. Provided further, That the first annual elec-
tion shall be held on the first Saturday in April next.

SEO. 3.- Within ten days after each annual election,
said board of education shall meet 'and after being duly

SEC. 9, The said board for the purpose of paying the
principal and interest on said bonds, are hereby authorized
